One hundred and thirty-five persons | 
were dead today in a wave of humid 
heat which shot thermometers up to | 
100 degrees in two thirds of the United 
States. 


The most intense heat of the sum- | 
mer held practically all the country 
between the Rocky Mountains and the 
Atlantic seaboard for the third consec- 
utive day. Only the west coast, the 
deep south, and the northern edges of 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and Michigan | 
escaped its grip. 

Local thundershowers brought only | 
temporary relief. Government fore- 
casters said no general cooling-off was 
within sight. 

Men and women collapsed at work in 
factories, on streets and farms. 
Twenty-four states reported 70 deaths 
directly attributed to the heat. 

Among the hundreds of thousands 
who swarmed the bathing beaches for 
relief, 65 drowned. 

Michigan alone reported 15 deaths 
from heat prostrations. Massachusetts 
had 10, and 11 drownings. 


Suicides, murd@rs and traffic acci- 
dents were attributed to heat crazed 
minds. Undertakers reported scores of 
deaths “from natural causes” were at- 
tributable to undue strains on weak- 
end hearts.

, PLACERVILLE, CALIFORNIA 


Is Queen of Racing Yachts 


: “Ranger,” new queen of yacht 
‘racing, built at Bath Iron Works, 
Bath, Me., for Harold S. Vander- 
bilt, to defend the America’s Cup, 
made famous by the late Sir 
Thomas Lipton’s many attempts 
to capture it, has vanquished all 
comers and barring unforeseen 
developments, will probably de- 
fend America’s possession of the 
valuable trophy this summer. 

The “Ranger” embodies latest 
advanced principles of yacht de- 
sign and construction. She was 
designed by W. Starling Burgess, 
designer of last year’s America’s 
Cup winner “Rainbow,” as well 
as the previous “Enterprise.’”” Mr. 
Burgess’s father, before him, de- 
signed three America’s Cup win- 
ners. 

The “Ranger” is 135 feet 5% 
inches long overall, 87 feet at the 
water line, 21 feet maximum beam 
and 15 feet draft. She has a Lin- 
coln are welded duralumin mast, 
165 feet long, 154 feet of which 
extends above the deck. The 
mast, 22 inches by 14 inches at 
the base and 11 inches by 7 inches 
at the top, will carry betweén 
6000 and 7000 square feet of main 
sail. To counterbalance the draw 
of her mammoth sails, ‘‘Ranger’”’ 
has a lead keel weighing 110 tons, 
heaviest ever used on an Amer- 
ica’s Cup yacht. The keel is sup- 
ported by a flat keel plate of arc 
welded construction. The keel 
plate as well as the craft’s stem, 
her rudder and stern frame, 
utilize arc welding for maximum 
structural strength with least 
weight. 

If and when the ‘Ranger’”’ 
ergsses the starting line in her 
race to keep the ‘America’s Cup at 
home, she will be manned by a 
crew of 30 men.
